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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Examiner acknowledges the amendment dated December 30, 2005, in response 
to the Office Action of September 30, 2005. The amendment amends claims 32-34, 38- 
48, 50 and 53-54, cancels claims 35-37, 49, 51-52 and 55-75 and introduces new 
claims 76-88. Therefore, claims 32-34, 38-48, 50, 53-54 and 76-88 remain pending. 
The instant application has a total of 30 claims pending in the application; there are 6 
independent claims and 24 dependent claims, all of which are ready for examination by 
the examiner. 



Response to Amendment 

2. It is noted that the applicant has stated that they filed a Terminal Disclaimer with 
their response to the Office Action, however the Terminal Disclaimer does not appear to 
be in the record. 

3. The amendment to the claims filed on December 30, 2005 does not comply with 
the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because the amendments to the claims do not 
follow the proper form set forth in 37 CFR 1.121(c). Specifically, text has been deleted 
from the claims without the use of strike-through or double brackets. For example, 
original claim 32 states, in the third paragraph, "said storage device being coupled" and 
the amended claim 32 states "said second first storage device coupled." The text 
"being" has been deleted without the use of strike-through or double brackets. It is 
noted that are multiple instances of similar issues. Amendments to the claims filed on 
or after July 30, 2003 must comply with 37 CFR 1.121(c) which states:

(c)(2) When claim text with markings is required. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and 
after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer 
consecutive characters.
